EDITORI4AL NOTES. 


The demand for M%eerage passage 
from Europe is now so enormous - that 
the steamship lines must tax their 
facitities to the utmost to meet it. 
Their regular vessels will not be 
enough to bring over the waiting 
throng, and additional steamers will 
have to be chartered or withdrawn 
from other service to furnish the re- 
quired amount of transportation. Pas- 
sage tickets in great numbers have 
been procured in advance, many have 
been sent abroad from this country, 
and the desire fur emigration was 
never before so strong. Evefi Ger- 
many, from which the exodus was so 
vast last year, will send over still more 
of its population this year. The 
largest proportionate increase proiftises | 
to be from that country. In January 
and February the arzivals from Ger- 
many*aggregated 10,829, against 2,464 
from England, and 1,898 from Ire- 
land. ° | 

The staid old Boston Advertiser 
says 1t is useless “to try to maintain a 
Puritan Sunday on the statute books, 
because the State House is no longer 


the servitor of the church-member, | 


but of the voter. Sunday must stand 
or fall upon its own merits. It will 
die oyt from our civilization exactly 
in proportian as Christianity does, and 
this nation will never consent to keep 
it as a monument of the dead. We 
shall probably have in the near future 
neither a Puritan nor a continental 
European Sunday, but an American 
one. The American one will un- 
doubtedly tollow the old maxim that 
the Sabbath was made tor man, and 
not man for the Sabbath.”

‘Meeting of the Civil Service Reform 
Association in Philadelphia — Mac- 
Veagh's Views. 

| PHILADELPHIA, April 14. 
At the annual meeting of the Civil 

Service. Reform Association to-night 

Wayne MacVeagh presided. He said 

President Hayes had consulted him in 

the preparation of his famous Civil 

Service order, a portion of which he 

(MacVeagh) was the author of. 

When, however, Hayes was put to the 

test, practically, he failed. Hayes al- 

lowed himself to be overpersuaded, 
and Arthur's questionable services in 

Louisiana and Florida were rewarded 

with public offices. After that all 

hopes of Hayes’ Civil Service work 
was gone, and the closing days of his 
administration witnessed Sherman try- 
ing to elect himself President by the 
aid *of the Treasury Department. 

Then came the short-lived Garfield 

Administration. Whatever hope there 

was in that was cut short by Guiteau’s 
bullet. What Arthur was in the 
New York Custom House, lie is tv- 
day in the Presidential chair. ,Per- 
sonally he is a kindly and wélledis- 
posed gentleman, but men_ rarely 
change their political training after ar- 
riving at the age this gentleman has 
attained. “My party leaves ms in 
this predicament; it has but three 
principles, #nd 1 find myself opposed 
to all three. ‘Ita first great principle 
is the spoils system; second, opposi- 
tion to Civil Service reform, and the 
third seems consistent with repudia- 
tion in Old Virginia. The-duty of 
this Association and of the country, is 
to supplant besses, You cannot pre- 
tend to be inserested in the degrading 
spectacle of Mahuneism in Virginia— 
the deliberate prostitution of Govern- 
ment powers to aid repudiation. 


Indians Shooting Kailroad Hands. 
Parsons, Kansas, Aprii 14. 
The Indiahs in the Territory have 
been very much dissatisfied because 
Jay Gould has secured the St. Louis 
and San Francisco !ine running through 
that country, and have heretofore 
vowed vengence. On Monday, March 
27, a brakeman who was on the top 
of a car was shot by several 
bullets while the train was going 
through a ravine near Muskgon. A 
few days after, another brakeman 
shared the same fate. Sheriff Wil- 
liams, who went to hunt the offend- 
ers, has not been heard from since 
the 5th. | 


Spreading the Mormon Gospel. 
Sroux Ciry, Iowa, April 14. 

Three Mormon missionaries passed 
through the city this morning on their 
way to Tennessee. They are part of 
a party of 33 missionaries sent out by 
the conference recently held in Ogden; 
22 are going to Europe to labor in 
Great Britain, Denmark and Switzer- 
land. The remainder go to points 
south and east of us. These 33 are 
the advance guard of about 200, who 
are soon to start on similar missions.

A large uumber of drafts is- 
sued to jive-stock dealers drawn on 
the Fourth National Bank of New 
York, on the 4th inst., and since that 
date, were yesterday dishonored in 
New York. The failure will seriously 
affect a large number of cattle-dealers 
who sent these drafts in payment for 
stock.

THK RUNNING HORSE. 
His True Position at Different Portiens 

3 of his Forward Motion. 

Only two copies of “‘The Horse in 
Motion,” the new book issued by 
James R. Osgood & Co., under the 
auspices of ex-Gevernor Stanford, 
have come to the coast, but the Ga- 
ZETTE is able from advance sheets to 
give come of the imost interesting 
points. The photographs taken by 
Muybridge show the motions of the 
horse to be entirely different from the 
ideas hitherto universally held, and 
taught in pictures and books. They 
were taken by a camera of such sen- 
sitiveness that an exposition of « five 
thousandth part of a second was all 
that was required. As the horse gal- 
loped past them he threw a spring and 
the position at that iostant was 
caught. The result could hardly be 
mre surprising if it had been proven 
that the horse went backward. 
Everyoue has thought that in running 
the horse rose from the ground on his 
fore quarters and sprang forward 
with a great leap from his haunches, 
and lighting on his fore feet gathered 
his hind feet and took another spring. 
All these motions are shown to have 
been erroneous, aud all the paintings 
and engravings of the flying steed 
springing through the air, with all 
four feet clear from the ground, and 
stretched out straight, are the reverse 
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Fig. 1. 


ot true. Our cut, Figure 1, shows the 
horse just spring:ng from the-ground. 
He gives himself a boost with his hind 
quarters, at the same time springing 
up into the air and throwing himself 
forward. When the body goes for- 
ward so far as to luse the support of 
the fore legs, they also leave the 


ground as shown in Figure 2, where 
all four legs are free and are all 
gathered under the belly in exactly 
the reverse of the free, airy motion 
given the flying courser by poets and 
painters. By the time the force of 
gravity carries him down so he isin 
danger of striking he has gathered 
himself partially and plants one of 
his hind feet gentiy on the ground 
as in Figure 3. Of course, as the 


fore parts were last to rise, they 
stay up after the hindquarters. The 
other hind feot lights next and the 
body leans forward so far that the 
h‘nd foot, which firststruck, can no 
longer reach the ground and it rises at 
the instant that one of the fore 
feet touches, as in Figure 4. Two

legs now support the rushing body 
for an instant, while it is extended 
to its full length, instead of its 
being free from all support and flying 
through the air, as is shown in the 
pictures. Then the center of gravity 
again advances, the other fore fvot 
touches, and the horse returns to tne 
position of figure 1. Now he throws 
himself clear of the ground by a 
spring of the fore leg, which alone 
touches the earth, and it is this tre- 
mendous strain which so often breaks 
the already extended tendons, and 
ruins theracer forever. The operation 
here explained is best illustrated by a 
boy jumping with a pole, letting the 
stand for the fore legs and the. 
Rosa lege for the hind. legs of the 
horse. To jump, the bey plants the 
“or espa of him and then springs 
the ground, exerting his muscles 
to oe himself forward. His cen- 
ter ity, supported 
be és carried ary and the

from behind. The spring loses its 
force and he alights on -his feet.

INTESESTING TO STOCK-RAISERS. 


Where Cattle are Taxable—Suit Again-t 
an Assessur. 


Stock raisers and County Assessors 
frequently disagree as to where live 
steck may be taxed. If a farmer of 
Washoe county pastures a band of cat- 
tle in Storey, the Assessur of the lat- 
ter county pounces upon them for 
taxes, whilethe ownerof the stock holds 
that be is amenable only to the As- 


sessor of Washoe. The GazETTE men- 
tioned a circumstance of this kind a 
few days ago —that Assessor Dunne of 
Storey collected $226 taxes from 
Evans & Deane, who bad been grazing 
a band of cattle on the Storey side of 
the Truckee river, and were about to 
drive them to Reno as the Assessor 
made his appeerance. A case of this 
kind has recently been before the 
Sixth District Court. F. Barnes of 
Eureka brought suit against W. 
W. Woodward, the Assessor of White 
Pine county, to recover taxes 
paid on cattle by plaintiff to defend- 
ant in 1881. Eleven hundred head of 
plaintiff's cattle were assessed in that 
county during that year. The cattle, 
with others owned by plaintiff, were 
herded on a tract of land owned by 
him in Eureka county during each 
Winter, and at all times were man- 
aged and controlled from his land in 
Eureka county, which he declares is 
the “home ranch” of said cattle. 
Having no real estate in White Pine 
county, defendant was compelled to 
pay $330 as taxes assessed against 
said cattle in White Pine county, in 
order to prevent defendant from sel!- 
ing them. It was further alleged that 
at the time the cattle were assessed in 
White Pine they had been assessed in 
Eureka county, but this the Court 
considered imme‘erial, The defend- 
ant demurred to the complaint, and 
the only question which the Court 
deemed pertinent was: “Were the 
cattle, under such a state of facts as 
has been given, subject to taxation in 
White Pine county?” ‘The Court 
thought not, no more than if they had 
been grazed each day in the year in 
White Pine, and had been returned 
each night to the “home ranch,” in 
Eureka, ‘The condition of the State 
is such,” the. Court decided, “that 
stock grazing in large herds must 
necessarily often change their loca- 
tion, either on account of the scarcity 
ot herbage at all seasons, or owing to 
the difficulty of obtaining it during 
the Winter season in places where 
teed in the Summer may be abundant. 
This fact lends force to the rule, ap- 
plying it to stock in this State, that 
‘in general personal property follows 
the person of the owner,’ and in all 
such instances, asin the case at bar, 
must be confined to the ‘person of the 
owner,’ or great confusion and hard- 
ship will ensue.” Judgment was for 
plaintiff.

Last night the west-bound train 
had five cars well filled with immi- 
grants, the greater portion of wLom 
consisted of families, seeking loca- 
tions on agricultural lands, where 


they msy7 niake homes and become 
solid citizens, The most of them 
have already determined where they 
will settle, and seem to be pretty well 
informed concerning the various lo- 
Calities where they propose to make 
homes. A great many are bound for 
Southern California, Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and Santa Barbara; 
many will goto Oregon ,and Wash- 
ington Territory, and some to Arizona. 
By far the greatest portion of them 
are farmers. Three to six car—loads 
of thie material for making Pacific 
coast citizens arrive here every day, 
and the influx promises to increase as 
the year progresses.

The bill submitted by the House 
Committee on Territories, providing 
tor the admission of Washington Ter- 
ritory into the sisterbood of States, 
was 8 ‘with.a report show- 
ing the resources of that region. The 
taxable property in 1881 was $23,708,- 
000. Itisfree of debt. The present 
taxation is two and a half mills on the 
dollar. The amoant of poll tax for 
1881 was $108,671. Its agricultural, 
manvfacturing, mining, fishing and 
commercial resources dre upnexcelled, 
end their developments are scarcely 
begun. In 1880 it produced 4,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and in 1881 about 
6,000,000, making an average yield of 
271¢ bushels per acre. The cut of 
lumber in 1881 amounted to 300,000- 
000 feet, shipped to points on the 
Pacific Coast, South America and the 
Hawaiian Islands. . The coal product 
is of a superior quality, and in 1881 
was worth $1,500,000. Its wool crop 
in 1881 was worth $4,000,000. Its 
manufactures for 1881 were worth 
$6,000,000. The tonnage of shipping 
is put at 38,018 for 1881. Ten vessels 
were built in the district in 1881. 
The exports of the Territory for 1881 
are put at 4,000,000 tons. The popu- 
lation in 1880 was only 75,000, and 
the rote cast about 15,823. The bill 
for the admission of the Territory will 
meet with the opposition of Demo- 
crats, who have party reasons for their 
course, and. the Republicans will op- 
pose the measure unless Dakota be 
admitted first. —
